1948, there has been 
steady growth both in size and in 
the quality the program pre- 
sented,” said Dr. Guy A. West, 
president of the college, in a re- 
cent interview the 
present session, 

Changes Noted 

In the 1948 Summer Session 
387 students registered for a lim- 
ited amount of courses, whereas 
1440 students enrolled last year 
for over 90 different subjects on 
the new SSC campus. Approxi- 
mately 110 different courses are 
being offered during the current 
session, and it is anticipated by 
Dr, Harold B. Roberts, dean of 
the Summer Session, that this 
year’s enrollment will exceed all 
previous registrations. 

“Our regular session growth has 
been equally phenomenal,” said 
West. “This fall we are adding 
20 new teachers in anticipation of 
a large increase in enrollment. 
The year just closed was marked 
as the first year in which fresh- 
men and sophomore classes were 
admitted. We had a total of ap- 
proximately 350 such students, 

Other Developments 


“But there have been other de- 
velopments, too. We have green 
grass and flowers and shrubs and 
trees and less dust and desert 
scenery than we had last summer,” 
commented West with a smile.
